REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


There have been more changes in our schools during the 
past year than for some time, owing mainly to people with chil- 
dren of school age moving into or out of our smaller divisions. 

At the opening of the school year, there not being pupils 
enough in the Poplar division for an interesting term of school, 
conveyance was paid to the Center. During the summer two 
families with pupils moved into this division, and the fall and 
winter terms were profitably maintained. 

There being only two pupils of school age in the Eaton di- 
vision at the commencement of the fall term, tuition was paid 
at Waterloo. <A family moving in, a half-mile this side of the 
schoolhouse, with four pupils, it seemed best to open this school 
again. 

There has been no school in the Mountain division for lack 
of pupils. One boy attended school at Wilmot, with tuition paid 
by Sutton. 

The Highland division closed, as it has for several years, 
when the weather and traveling became too bad for the pupils, 
all of whom have to go overa mile to reach the schoolhouse. 
This division has had twenty-five weeks. All otherschools have 
had thirty weeks each. 

The repairs have been less than for several years past. New 
desks and seats at the Eaton, shingling of the house at High- 
lands and shed at Old South, and a new pump at the Center 
caused the chief outlay. 

We believe the teachers have worked earnestly to advance 
their pupils and in many instances there has been marked im- 
provement in the studies as well as in deportment. 

We would kindly suggest that the parents take more inter- 
est in visiting the schools, thus learning by their own observa- 
tion the results of the work being done.
